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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's representative argues that Abramov 
and Braun failed to teach the features of a single wire memory device that is programmed with antenna parameter information; and the 
antenna parameter information is being accessed by the portable communication device. 

However, Abramov discloses an antenna control unit in a direction-agile antenna system. The controller comprises a transceiver and 
an antenna control unit. The antenna control unit comprises a digital signal processor which is connected to receive the antenna gain 
signal from the baseband processor. The digital signal processor is also connected to a memory which stores application software which 
embeds the algorithm for generating a direction-selection signal for the antenna (figs. 3-4;col. 3, lines 19-56; col. 4, lines 14-35). Note that 
the memory device can be programmed with antenna parameter information. 

Braun also discloses an antenna device for transmitting and receiving radio frequency waves, installable in a communication device. 
The transmitting antenna is configured with a set of radiation related parameters, such as resonance frequency, input impedance, 
bandwidth, radiation pattern, gain, polarization (col. 4, lines 45-67). The control device includes a central processing unit with a memory 
connected to the meassuring device. This memory and control port may be located in the transmitter section (fig. 1;col. 5, lines 20-31 ;col. 
5, line 60-col. 6, line 40). Note that this memory device can be programmed with the antenna parameter information. As noted above, it is 
considered that the memory device can be programmed with the antenna parameter information (gain, polarization, radiation pattern, etc). 
It is clearly stated that the antenna parameter information is within the antenna device, and it can be accessed by a portable 
communication device. 
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
